N A WEEK or so, the opera- 
tional control of all the 
armed forces will be gathered 
into fewer hands. Some of 
them have been accustomed 


reins separately. 
How will the new unified de 
fense system, described by the 
President as of “vital necessity in 
our. strategic. planning. and basic 
operational direction” work in 
practice? 
When Mr. Eisenhower last year 
demanded a reorganization of the 
Defense Department, he met with 
considerable opposition from mem- 
bers of Congress and serious stu- 
dents of military affairs.- But he 
eventually got pretty much of what 
he asked. Now it is up to him, 
and his Secretary of Defense, to 
make the plan work. 

* 

One of the chief effects of the 
reorganization will be the appor- 
tioning of all combat forces — in 
America and overseas, of whatever 
service — into six unified com- 
mands. Each will be headed by 
an officer “divorced”. from his 
service and answerable only to the 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Mr. McElroy and, of course, 
Mr, Eisenhower. 

A couple of these super-forces 
have been operating for months: 
the Continental Air Defense Com- 
mand,-headed by Gen. Earle Part- 
ridge, USAF, and the U.S. Euro- 
pean Command, under Gen. Lauris 
Norstad, also USAF. The others 
will be constituted on 1 January. 
They are; Caribbean Command, 
Atlantic Command (our East Coast 
sea frontier), Pacific Command 
and Alaska Command. 

Two “specified” commands have 
also been set up: Gen. Thomas 
Power’s Strategic Air Command 
and the Eastern Atlantic and Medi- 
terranean Command, directed by 
Adm. James Holloway in London. 
Both of these are single-service 
outfits, so named “specified”. The 
first is ready to do battle, the other 
fluctuates in strength as emergen- 
cies wax or wane in its area of 
operations. 

In all of these commands, only 
one Army officer is principal boy 
He is Lt. Gen. Ridgely Gaither 
who, as head of the Caribbean 
Command, oversees a_ relatively 
quiet sector of the world.

Law On 
Greens 


Blocked 


WASHINGTON. — Navy’s non- 
concurrence is blocking, at least 
temporarily, an Army proposal for 
a law to prevent sale or resale of 
the new Army Green winter uni- 
form to unauthorized persons. 

It was drafted, subject to Depart- 
ment of Defense approval, to pre- 
vent retail stores, pawn shops and 
veterans from selling the greens to 
persons who might use the uniform 
as work clothes. 

As drawn up, the proposal also 
was broad enough to prevent any 
sales of the greens to foreign mili- 
tary personnel or countries by U.S. 
shops and manufacturers. 

* Already on the law books are 
provisions — little known — ban- 
ning wear of the uniform even by 
ex-soldiers for ordinary day-to-day 
jobs or play. But the provisions 
could not be enforced with the old 
khakis because use of the OD33’s 
got hopelessly out of hand when 
the millions of World War II and 
Korean veterans started to use 
them on civilian jobs down to and 
including garbage collecting. 

Army planners drew up the new 
law to give them even tighter con- 
trol over the greens in order to 
keep them distinctive with the U.S. 
Army. 

That the proposal was stalled 
somewhere in the Pentagon’s legal 
labyrinth became known this week 
after DOD failed to include it in a 
legislative package of 36 military 
personnel laws and amendments it 
is sending to the new 86th Con 
gress in January 

Asked why, a DOD spokesman 
said: 

“The Navy has not concurred Ir 
i” 

The Navy said: 

“We don’t think the law is neces 
sary. We have no problem.” .... 

The Navy spokesman hastily ad 
ded, however, that it had no eb 
jection to such a measure.

Army Backs Move to Revise 
U.S. Employee Pay System 


WASHINGTON. — The 
announced this week it would sup- 
port a proposal by President 
Eisenhower to create a 15-man 
commission to revamp the entire 
federal pay structure for civilian 
personnel. 

The President made such a pro- 
posal to the last Congress but it 
was lost in the rush for adjourn- 
ment. The Army said: 

“It is anticipated that it will re- 
ceive early consideration when the 
new Congress convenes next 
month.” 

At the present time, there are 
77 different pay plans and over 300 
laws bearing on the pay of the 
more than 2,000,000 civilian em- 
ployes of the federal government. 
The Army alone employs 415,326 
civilians. 

The proposed commission would 
have four members from the ex- 
ecutive branch and three public 
members appointed by the Presi- 
dent; four from the Senate ap- 
pointed by the Vice President; 
and four from the House appoint- 
ed by the Speaker. 

The commission would be au- 
thorized to draw upon the facili- 
ties and personnel of any of the 
government departments, and also 


to hire outside experts. 
a ~ * 


BROADLY, it would be charged 
with studying “all pay systems of 
the federal government and recom- 
mend an equitable compensation 
policy which would increase the 
government’s ability to recruit and 
retain an adequate work force.” 
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Specifically, the joint commis- 
sion would recommend: 

® Criteria to be followed in 
creating a sound basic pay struc- 
ture, 

® Standards to be followed in 
determining actual salaries paid 
under the basic pay structure. 

® Methods to be. employed in 
making subsequent salary adjust- 
ments without impairing the basic 
pay structure, 

® Methods for setting and main- 
taining sound relationships be- 
tween pay systems and salaries in 
all three branches of the govern- 
ment (executive, judicial and leg- 
islative). 

Admittedly, such a program 
would take years to work out.

WASHINGTON, —Army 
Air Defense sites protecting 
the New York City area are 
now electronically coordinated 
by a system called Interim 
Battery Data Link, or IBDL;

announced last week. 
Manufactured ‘by the Martin Co. 
of Orlando, Fila., the IBDL was ac- 
cepted by the Army in September, 
and became operational in October 
of this year. © 
The IBDL links each Nike guided 
missile battery in the New York 
City air defense system. These 
batteries must cover a wide area in 
order to provide an effective de- 
fenseive network against air attack. 
There. are Nike battery sites on 
Long Island, in New Jersey, and in 
New York State, all protecting 
New York City. Three of the Nike 
batteries are at military posts near 
New York City. Many of.the bat- 
teries are in .isolated -locations. 
The IBDL is an interim measure, 
developed by Martin in conjunc- 
tion with the Army Signal Corps, 
which permifs electronic coordin- 
ation of missile batteries, function- 
ing as a target data link between 
firing batteries of an air defense 
installation. The IBDL indicates 
to battery commanders, on their 
scopes, which targets are engaged 
by other batteries in the’ area. Pos- 
sible targets, picked up by radar, 
appear om the screen of a scope

Arctic Weather Observer 
Team Returns to Huachuca 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. — 
Twenty-one weary, but certainly 
not chilly, soldiers returned to the 
Army Electronic Proving Ground 
recently after spending five frigid 
months on the Greenland icecap 
where they were attached to the 
Polar Research and Development 
Center. 


The team from the USAEPG 
Meteorology Department was situ- 
ated at Camp Tuto, at the base of 
the great icecap, approximately 15 
miles inland from Thule. Here, they 
operated three weather stations 
on a 24hour basis in addition to 
the operation of a special station 
located at Camp Fistclench over 
200 miles out on the icecap. 


At Camp Tuto, the stations were 
situated at the base, middle, and 
end of the ramp road which ex- 
tended three miles out into the 
glacier. 


The stations themselves were of 
a special Arctic design. Small, com- 
pact and_ self-sustaining, these 
“wanigans” provided both effec- 
tive housing for the recording in- 
struments as well as small, but 
comfortable living quarters. 

Latrine facilities, a gasoline heat- 
er, and a snow melter were some 
of the features which represented 
a definite improvement over the 
housing of the past. Supported by

FORT MEADE, Md. — The first 
two long-range defense acquisition 
radars to be integrated inte the 
Missile Master system became 
operational in the guided missile 
defense of Washington and Balti- 
more early this month. 

These radars add extended alti- 
tude coverage and increased range 
for this area, over the many radars 
already present in the defense at 
Nike sites and Missile Master. 

These two all-seeing electronic 
eyes, which scan the horizons for 
aircraft day and night, can detect 
a target more than 200 miles away, 
up to an altitude of 80,000 feet. 
The first of the two radars to be- 
come operational is located at 
Camp A. P. Hill, 60 miles south of 
Washington. The other was in- 
stalled at Fort Miles, Del. 

Their function is to search the 
‘sky for aerial objects which are in- 
visible to the human eye and to 
electronically transmit the exact 
location of the objects to the Army 
Air Defense command post at the 
35th Arty. Brigade (Air Defense) 
with headquarters at Fort Meade. 

This positional data is stored in 
the electronic brain of the Missile 
Master system, the electronic de- 
vice ywsed for coordinating and 
monitoring the firing units in the 
Washington - Baltimore defense. 
From the Missile Master system, 
positional data is relayed to the 
Nike batteries where the battery 


commanders plan their actions.

Technical Loss

Circular 614-3, dated 24 Sept., 1958, and 
Comments entitled “Time to Restore RIFs” 
recently published in Army Times, raised 
certain questions, the answers to which 
should be of interest to the public: 

® How many college graduates were 
included in the Army RIF program? 

@ How many college graduates were 
RIF’ed by the technical services? 

@ How many field grade officers in the 
technical services, by branch still on 
active duty (Reserve officers), are holders 
of a technical college degree? 

® How many field grade officers in the 
technical service (Reserve officers) still 
on active duty do not have any college 
training whatsoever? 

@® How many Reserve officers (field 
grade) in the technical services have had 
no formal schooling beyond grammar 
school? 

My reasons for the above line of ques- 
tioning are that a certain RIF’ed officer 
who is an engineering graduate with years 
ef progressive experience reported in his 
degraded rank to a Battalion S-3 (major) 
who had only graduated from grammar 
school. The battalion was commanded by 
a lieutenant colonel who is only a hizh 
school graduate. 

The failure to recognize the value of 
engineering has resulted in our techno- 
logical lag behind Russia and unless some 
prestige is afforded those who paid for 
their own education and recognition given 
for experience gained on civilian jobs, 
then the Army technological position can- 
not hope to be improved by Circular 614-3. 


The inadequate technieal staffing of the 
Army’s technical services has undoubtedly 
resulted in the loss of many much needed 
dollars in the pursuance of the Army 
program by lack of basic knowledge and 
know-how of these unqualified officers. 


Fallible ‘Book’

Interim awards of proficiency pay have 
heightened an already confusing situation 
in the microwave radio repair field (MOS 
281). Apparently it is traceable to differ- 
ing interpretations among major. com- 
mands of AR 611-201, the MOS code book. 

According to the “book” we 281s should 
all be specialists with skill level digits of 
.1 until we are promoted to E-7. At that 
time we are_autotmatically converted to 
non-commissioned officers and our skill 
level digits changed to .6. 

In practice, some commands are adher- 
ing to the book while others promote 
SP-4s to sergeant (E-5) (skill level digit 
.6) -and still others wait until an SP-5 is 
promoted to E-6 before they convert him 
and his skill level digit. 

I was promoted from SP-3 tv sergeant 
at Fort Huachuca and = given'a 281.60 
MOS, then transferred to Japan My next 
promotion was to Specialist Sixth—skill 
level digit unchanged. - Other sergeants 
(E-5), not so fortunate as I, were convert- 
ed to SP-5s, still holding 6: skill level 
digits. Still other sergeants and SFCs 
with the Same MOS were not converted 
because they entered this field from other 
branches as noncoms, 

So, we have sergeants (E-5) and SP-5s 
holding -exactly the same MOS, likewise 
SFCs and SP-6s, all :281.60s. 

This month interim proficiency pay in 


both .1 and .6 was authorized in MOS 281. 
But the allocations came from’ DA for 
E-5 .1ls and E-7 .6s, You can readily see 
what is happening. E-5 .6s are not eligible 
for pro pay because you can’t say the 
powers-that-be, downgrade a man’s skill 
level digit and then give him pro pay. 
The man who is theoretically better quali- 
fied in his MOS can’t draw pro pay even 
though the people he supervisés do. 

In my opinion, DA should @irect a one- 
time only screening of the -eptire 281 
field. If the “book” is to.stand as written, 
then let all 281s in pay grades up to E-7 
be specialists with skill level digits of .1.

“net usable in time of war.” 
Whether the new system is work- 
able in a time of not-peace, not- 
war—such as exists now—is one 
of those things that will inevitably 
be discovered. 


What position in the new chain 
will be occupied by the present 
service secretaries and the uni- 
formed chiefs? With direct control 
over much of their own forces 
denied them, once these units are 
assigned to a command, their pow- 
ers obviously will be curtailed. 

The three secretaries will prob- 
ably, in time, find themselves play- 
ing roles that are secondary (in 
practice, if not in name) to any 
of six Assistant Secretaries of De 
fense. Their work will largely be 
confined to the logistic supporf— 
on order—of the various opera- 
tional commands, and to oversee- 
ing the training of their own men 
in the continental United States. 

The Chiefs of Staff and of Naval 
Operations also will find it need- 
ful to hand over to their own depu- 
ties the training tasks which have 
occupied much of their time until 
now. This will be necesSary as 
they remove themselves from an 
area of “parochial” service to ad- 
vise the Defense Secretary and to 
head the Joint Staff, which will 
direct the operational commands. 

In effect, 
cease to be; we will have only Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 





This is a radically new concept 


of command for American forces !. 


and it will be interesting to wateh 
it at work. 

For example, with no Chief of 
Staff empowered and expected to 
oversee all aspects of a single 
service’s fitness, what will keep it 
in equilibrium? 

The leader of’a unified com- 
mand can be counted on to see 
that his force at all times is as 
combat-ready as he can make it. 
But if this is done to the neglect 
of research and of weapons devel- 
opment as it applies peculiarly to 
any one service, will not the effect- 
iveness of the command inevitably 
suffer? 

Who will see that such non-fight- 
ing and non-training programs are 
pushed forward? In the past six 
months, the Department of De- 
fense has failed to come up with 
an organization which could be 
expected to function well within 
the new chain of command. It 
has created several research and 
development agencies — ARPA 
and the Directorate of Guided Mis- 
siles among them—but these have 
served only to confuse the picture, 
not to unify it.

THE TOE DIVISION given train- 
ing duty does lose some of its po- 
tential, Gen. Wienecke said.

leased short of retirement-qualifi- 
cation. 


Officers paid readjustment who 
later. qualify for retirement pay 
would have the readjustment pay 
deducted from retirement pay. 
However, this -would be pro- 
grammed over the officer’s life ex- 
pectancy and could be no more 
than 25 percent of his monthly re- 
tired pay per month. 

Only the Marine Corps currently 
uses service term agreements. 

The Army, in explaining its pol- 
icy, said: 

“The Army view is this regard 
has been that it is preferable to 
offer an opportunity for a 20-year 
career rather than for a short‘ pe- 
riod of service.” 


In 1956, an Armywide survey of 
active duty Reservists revealed an 
overwhelming preferance for the 
new indefinite term of service as 
compared to the old three year 
category. 

Following the RIF during the 
fall of 1957, Congress was swamped 
with mail protesting against inde- 
finite commitments. However, the 
Army declared: 

“The DA view at that time was 
that most of the mail was from 
those who were involuntarily re- 
leased, and that members remain- 
ing on active duty continued to 
favor indefinite commitment.”

clared that fhe proposal still would 
not be sent to Capitol Hill because 
it is broad Defense Department 
policy not to request legislation 
from Congress unless all branches 
of the service concur on it.

Army Fights 


Once Secretary of Defense Neil 
H. McElroy issued the directive to 
cut strength, the Army said “ac- 
tivity in this field was further in- 
tensified by the establishment of a 
special project to specifically study 
the interservice support problem.” 

No code name has been given 
to the special project. When the 
original study was launched, it was 
known as “Project Recovery.” The

Task groups have been formed 
consisting of personnel from the 
office of the Undersecretary of the 
Army and representatives of the 
various General Staff sections of 
the Department of the Army.

THESE task forces, it was 
learned by Army Times, have been 
instructed to report back to those 
in charge of Project Recovery Il 
by the middle of February. 

The Army by 1 March will start 
negotiations with the Navy and Air 
Force to cut its interservice sup- 
pert and, it was predicted, Navy 
and Air Force will balk because 
those services have been ordered 
te cutback, too. 

Final decisions are expected to

AMONG the various types of 
weapons in the collection are flint- 
locks, miquelet-locks, snaphances, 
pinfirers and percussion caps. Mod- 
els are Spanish, Greek, American, 
German, English, French, Belgian 
and Moroccan. 


The most valuable of the collec- 
tion is a matched set of French 
dueling pistols with accessories. 
This remarkable set is of engraved 
steel, stocked in ornate ebony with 
ebony-inlaid accessories. It was 
made by the famous French gun- 
smith, Desenne, in Paris in 1840. 
The set has brought the major many 
attractive offers from persons in 
the United States and the Continent 
of Europe. 


There are pistols in the collection 
that have been associated with fam- 
ous people in the past. There are 
German percussion cap pistols that 
were made specifically for the pri- 
vate army of the King of Wurttem- 
berg and Spanish products of the 
gunsmith, Guisasola whose guns 
were seized by Napoleon Bonaparte 
in the early nineteenth century and 
taken to France. 

When many of the weapons were 
acquired by Maj. Volk, they were 
in need of immediate repairs. Maj. 
Volk has the ability to repair almost 
any part of any weapon. He does 
his own bluing, restoration of color, 
stocking and relatively all other 
repairs except spring work. Some 
day he hopes to make his own com- 
plete weapon.

Lewis, Wash.) would assume the 
packet training functions now 
being fulfilled by the 9th Division. 

It is not likely that all four steps 
will be taken. 

The Army is seeking to save 
30,000 spaces. Some of these will 
come from reductioris overseas in 
support activities. Others may 
come from cutting down on inter- 
service support activities. 

Savings in these areas won't be 
enough. The Army is committed 
to cutting one of its 15 divisions. 
The choice seems to have marrow- 
ed down to two — the 9th Infan- 


try or the 2d Armored Division. 

Whichever is cut, it appears 
likely that the post at which this 
division is stationed will be given 
a basic training mission. This 
would mean that a training center 
would go. 

Leading candidate for this is 
Fort Chaffee, Ark. Its basic train- 
ing function would then be trans- 
ferred either to Hood or Carson. 

If the 2d Armored is inactivated, 
then Fort Polk will be closed. CCA 
at Fort Polk would be inactivated. 
The combat command assigned a 
STRAC mission would then be sta- 
tioned at Hood and would be CCA 
of the 2d Armored Division instead 
of CCA of the Ist Armored Divi- 
sion as it is now. 

+ + 7 

CUTTING of one division from 
STRAC would also mean cutting 
out entirely many of the support 
units which are slated to accom- 
pany that division if STRAC is 
ever committed, These would be 
both combat and logistic support 
type units. Others now assigned 
to the STRAC division to be 
dropped would likely be given an- 
other STRAC assignment or would 
take on a general support or 
training function for the Army. 

What STRAC division will be 
dropped? This is now a toss-up 
between the 4th at Fort Lewis and 
the Ist at Fort Riley. Odds seem 
to favor taking the Big Red One 
out of STRAC, letitng it concen- 
trate on the Gyroscope replace- 
ment training role already an- 
nounced for it. 

This role, which will see the 1st 
concerned mainly with packet 
training for the next 18 months, 
has already been interpreted to 
mean that it will not be able to 
fulfill its STRAC mission for more 
than six to eight weeks during the 
coming year. 

* . 

ASSIGNMENT to the 1st of an 
increased packet training role 
could well mean that the 9th will 
be the division dropped from the 
Army’s active rolls The 2d Armor- 
ed then would train replacement 
packets at Hood for the two arfv- 
ered divisions in Europe. 

Without the 2d Armored, there 
would be no unit in the States to 
support the two European armored 
divisions, which would be a situa- 
tion that many planners consider 
untenable. 

The Army will not adopt all four 
of the steps described above in 
reducing its strength by 30,000. 
Dropping a division from STRAC 
will mean that in calling a three- 
division STRAC a ready force or 
a “fire brigade with a world-wide 
mission,” the Army would be 
closer to the truth about STRAC’s 
capabilities. 

Such a step would not save the 
15,000 to 20,000-man minimum 
strength of a reinforced division. 
It would possibly mean a savings 
of half this number. Likewise, 
closing down Fort Chaffee would 
not mean saving the entire strength 
of that post since the mission of 
Chaffee as a training center would 
necessarily be transferred to an- 
other installation.

These are the rules 
used as the “big stick” by conform- 
ists to mold the thoughts of more 
liberal-minded men, These are the 
ones that make it “improper” to 
suggest any change from the rou- 
tine, improper to attempt to alter 
any established policy, improper to 
enjoy imaginative thinking. 

These are the rules that keep a 
man in the state of a jelly fish, 
floating with the tide, unable to 
chart his own course, blindly fol- 
lowing the crowd, afraid of the 
consequences if he breaks away 
into his own path. 

Conformity with uniformity is the 
rule of our present generation. We 
feed our pets a certain food because 
“Lassie” uses it; we use a certain 
brand of shampoo because a movie 
star uses it, and we smoke a cer- 
tain brand of cigarette because it 
has a Thinking Man’s Filter. 

This fear of disapproval does not 
stop with the average letter writer

A LARGE group of Army members, though 
a minority, question one of the basic as- 
sumptions made by the majority in planning 
the probable tactics and doctrine for combat in the 
future. 

The question they raise is fundamental. 

Essentially, what they ask is: 

“Can low-yield atomic weapons be used in a 
limited war without extending it into the gen- 
eral war we try to avoid by fighting limited con- 
flicts?” 

The' answer that the minority gives is, “No!” 
And what is a minority in the Army is a majority 
in at least one of the other services, the Air Force. 

” - ” 


THE CONCEPT of keeping war limited and 
still using atomic weapons on a localized battlefield 
appears to have been accepted as doctrine by the 
present Administration. It would thus appear that 
the Army point of view is the orthodox one. 

Atomic (as opposed to thermonuclear) weapons 
have been called “conventional” by many Admini- 
. stration speakers. The opposition on Capitol Hill 
in large part accepts this idea. 

The question this raises is: “How low-yield must 
a weapon be to be considered ‘conventional’?” 

Perhaps the converse of this is more apropos. 
How large must an atomic explosion be to be. con- 
sidered non-conventional?’ How big a bang will it 
take to extend a localized conflict into a general 
one? 

Along with this question arises the one of how 
deep a battlefield will be considered “localized’’? 

~ - ~ 

ATOMIC WEAPONS are available, without de- 
pending on airplanes for delivery, which can reach 
out from a few thousand yards to thousands of 
miles. And as the range increases, of course the cost 
increases. 

In war, cost is seldom a limiting factor. But 
if we are going to send an expensive weapon on a 
Jong mission it is generally agreed that we want 
a good return for the cash we spend. A good return 
usually means a great deal of destruction, if the 
weapon is very expensive. And this implies at least 
atomic explosives in any weapon reaching out more 
than 40 or 50 miles. 

The statement is made that we must be pre- 
pared to fight future wars as if atomics were to be 
used. This means, it is said, great dispersion, rapid 
movement, long-range communications, sophisticated 
target location and acquisition devices. 
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From this come requirements for tracked, light- 
weight vehicles, for drones with infrared, TV, radar, 
and similar scanning systems, and the host of-mod- 
ern electronic and rocket devices now in advanced 
development stages. Right behind them are flying 
platforms which can move both on and above the 
land. 
. . - - 


VERY WELL, we must have these to be pre- 
pared for the lightly held battlefield of the future. 
But so equipped, can the Army successfully fight 
a war not using atomic weapons. 

We are told by some that we won't use them 
first. We are told by others that low-yield weapons 
are conventional; so we will use them. And a large 
minority says this will mean the extension of lim- 
ited war into the thermoculear holocaust that would 
see the end of civilization. 

The Chinese have boasted that they don’t 
care if we do use atomic weapons, that even if 
half the Chinese population were killed, China 
would still be the most powerful country in the — 
world, 

Are we prepared to kill 200 million or 300 
million people and still lose to the: numerical su- 
periority of the Chinese? Overwhelmed by sheer 
numbers?

IS. IT LIKELY if we inflict such destruction on 
the population of that country or some other that 
atomic and thermonuclear weapons will not be used 
in retaliation? 

The problem is, perhaps, insoluble. 

But having looked at one extreme and tried 
to organize an Army to fight a war with atomic 
weapons, we must look at the other extreme. Is 
this Army of the future so composed that it would 
be able to fight a non-atemic war against such 
hordes as those of China? 

For if the statement should be made by our po- 
tential enemies that they will not use atomics un- 
less we do first, that they will then retaliate not 
against troops in the field but against the continen- 
tal U.S., it will create an atmosphere of world 
opinion, and possibly an atomsphere of fear in the 
U.S., which would prevent the use of even the 
smallest atomic weapons. This would limit the 
range of weapons to a few tens of miles unless they 
are carried in re-usable aircraft. 

In such a case, we must be as ready for non- 
atomic war as we are for atomic war. 
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New Discoveries Don‘t 
Change Space ‘Basics’

OX of the questions which frequently comes to my desk is whether the discovery of the 
so-called radiation belt around the earth has changed ideas about space travel. Of course 
there is no “one sentence answer” to such a question but the basic concepts have not been 








ehinged. Some subsidiary ideas 
have undergone a few modifica- 
tions, and one or two have even 
been knocked out. But the basic 
concepts remain the same. 


When the artificial satellite Ex- 
plorer I first intimated that there 
was something new and unexpected 
in space by not reporting radiation 
at definite intervals there was some 
concentrated thinking going on 
among the space experts. It was 
Dr. James A. Van Allen who first 
suspected that the silence of the 
radiation counters- might not be 
due to failure (which, of course, 
was the first and obvious thought) 
but that it might be due to over- 
load. Once he had proved that this 
was so the next step in the think-

You do have sub-atomic 
electrons and protons, 
but the radiation is caused by the 
impact of these particles on the 


Dr. Wernher von Braun recently 
compared this phenomenon to rain 
on a roof. The roof does not per- 
mit the raindrops to pass, but you 
can hear the noise they are caus- 
ing. Likewise the skin of the satel- 
lite will stop the electrons, but the 
X-rays they produce by their im- 
pact will get inside. 
here that there is no noise from 
the raindrops as long as they don’t 
have a roof to hit. 

The next question was more tick- 
lish. Did all these many electrons 
in space represent something like 
the outermost atmosphere of the 
sun? In this case there would, of 
course, be no end to the zone of 
high: radiation intensity: ‘Or did 
these electrons form a definite lay- 


er around the earth? Well, the Air 
Force’s Pioneer rocket resolved 
that problem. The Pioneer climbed 
through the radiation layer even 
though, by an accident of data re- 
ception, we don’t yet know where 
the upper limit is located:

WELL, HOW does this change 
space travel plans, if at all? The 
situation is rather similar to the 
one which confronted aeronautical 
engineers a decade ago when the 
problem was to fly -faster than 
sound. They found that there was 
no problem as long as they’ flew 
up to 80 percent of the speed of 
sound. They then found that there 
also was no problem if they flew 
1.2 times as fast as sound or even 
faster. There simply was, and is, 
a difficult speed zone from about 
0.8 to 1.2 times the speed’of sound. 
The plane must pass through this 
speed zone as fast as possible to

A speed range involves actual 
distances. when it relates to travel 
in space. The first 500-600 miles are 
safe, And then it is safe again at 
a much longer, though presently 
unknown, distance.

And this is where some of the 
subsidiary ideas, as I called them, 
must be changed. For example the 
manned space station had always 
been assumed at a distance slightly 
less than 1100 miles from the 
ground.

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JAZZ MUSIC 








AZZ criticism today is a 
strange breed of cat. It 
seems to thrive upon the gim- 
mick-masters and it plainly cher- 
ishes mediocrity. It has tried to 
sell the vast new jazz public on 
the idea that extremely limited ~ 
musicians such as Thelonious 
Monk, Sonny Rollins, Miles Davis, 
John Coltrane, John Lewis and 
Jimmy Giuffre represent the best 
to be heard in jazz today. 

So what follows, a customary 
December list of the year’s best 
records, is not to be confused 
with majority opinion. There 
are no records by Monk, Rollins, 
et al, on’ this list; the operative 
“jazz music,” as I understand 
it, is the second one. - 

And for those who might look 
upon this writer as something of 
a “moldy fig” or worse, I say that 
time-tested musical values are not 
to be underestimated, and original- 
ity, alas, is not enough. My 13- 
month-old son plays the piano with 
what I like to think is enormous 
originality (he concentrates upon 
the black keys and is all the time 
pounding in weird keys like E or 
D or A) but I am sure that what 
he plays does not approach music. 
Spirit he has; originality he may 
have; but music he is not playing. 
I think it is much the same with 
some of the currently popular hip- 
sters. 

To my mind, the finest jazz mu- 
sicians and the finest jazz records 
of this or any other year must 
demonstrate originality, of course, 
but they must also demonstrate 
good time, good tone, a sense of 
dynamics, a persistent urge to 
swing, and just plain musicianship. 
I find these qualities in the fol 
lowing records of 1958 and recom- 
mend each one highly: 

Lionel Hampton (The High and 
the Mighty, Verve 8228).—It is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to explain 
the meaning of the verb “to swing” 





as it is used by jazz musicians.

growing exchange of visitors 
among nations. 

More than a million Overseas 
tourists visited the States last year. 
They spent more than $785 mil- 
lions or more than Americans 
spent in Britain, France and Italy 
combined. 

The number of visitors from 
most foreign countries Is expected 
to increase in 1959. And through 
the “Visit U.S.A. Year” recently 
proclaimed by President Eisen- 
hower, “peace mission” travel will 
be moving in gigantic streams all 
over the world by 1960. 

That it eventually will move 
through “Iron curtains,” “bamboo 
curtains,” silk curtains and ragged 
curtains, is pretty well summed 
up in a recent Russian statement 
that they would like to see an an- 
1ual exchange of 50,000 visitors be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
sia. There were 5000 this year. 

The role of each and every one 
of us as agents of peace and good 
will was rather well expressed in a 
recent talk before the American 
Society of Travel Writers by Rus- 
sel E. Singer, executive vice-presi- 
dent of the American Automobile 
Association. 

“It seems to me that, over and 
above the business aspects of our 
work as travel writers, representa- 
tives of transportation companies 
and agencies, both governmental 
and private, charged with the res- 
ponsibility of promoting travel and 
serving the traveler, we are per- 
forming a mission for all mankind, 
one that is diréctly related to the 
simple Christian virtues exempli- 
fied by the Master whose life-work 
was beautifully summed up in his 
own words: ‘I am come that they 
might have it more abundantly.’ 

“A more abundant life! Isn’t that 
what this storm-tossed world is 
seeking today — and will anyone 
deny that travelers contribute to, 
and receive, the benefits of more 
abundant living?

Johns River near present day 
Jacksonville, and finally thel565 
founding of St. Augustine, the 
oldest permanent settlement in 
the United States, 

France, Spain, and England, all 
of which at one time claimed Flor- 
ida territory, have joined with of- 
ficial groups in the Sunshine State 
to make the Quadricentennial au- 
thentic and international in scope. 
Ambassadors from these countries 
as well as from Mexico and Cuba, 
whose Spanish backgrounds paral- 
lel that of La Florida, have offered 
the services of their respective 
countries to make the seven-year 
celebration a success. 


National treasures from these 
countries that belonged either to 
the period in which these flags flew 
over Florida terrain or to historic 
figures associated with Florida will 
be toaned to the Quadricentennial 
Commission for the duration of the 
celebration.

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WASHINGTON.—Federal Hous- 
ing Administration’s new Minimum 
Property Standards, which are ex- 
pected to go into effect next April 
1, will give the nation’s home 
builders a common set of standards 
for the first time, according to 
FHA Commissioner Norman P. 
Mason. 


Commissioner Mason described 
the new standards as “more ef- 
ficient, more up-to-date, than pres- 
ent requirements. They are a set 
of rules based on performance that 
will help the industry to use new 
building technology—new _ tech- 
niques.” 

He said that the new MPS’s in- 
clude nothing dramatic or revolu- 
tionary and are not intended to 
serve as a building code. “They 
are a set of minimums that build- 
ers must meet to satisfy FHA re- 
quirements,” he added. The Com- 
missioner stated that most builders 
build better than minimum stand- 
ard houses anyway because these 
sell better. 

The new MPS’s are based on ex- 
tensive study by FHA technicians 
and recommendations of builders, 
architects, engineers, and material 
producers during the past three 
years. Copies now are in the hands 
of all district FHA offices for

Air Traffic Office-Important ‘Behind-the-Scene' Operation 


AF Unit Serves 
NE of the Air Force’s most 
important “behind the 
scenes” o carried on 
at Charleston is done by the 
Traffic Coordinator

Charleston is one of the largest 
ports of embarkation on the eastern 
seaboard. The ATCO here serves 
the militaty bases at Bermuda, 
North Africa, Tripoli, Dharan, the 


Canal Zone, Puerto Rico and Rio 


ce Janeiro. 

Headed by Capt. John H. Steig- 
er, this office carries out the all- 
important mission of managing 
shipments of supplies to these 
bases and issuing reservations for 
dependents to designated overseas 
areas of assignment. 

As Captain Steiger says “Mov- 
ing personnel and cargo from here 
to there sounds relatively simple. 
However, details involved in man- 
aging this air movement can some- 
times be pretty hectic.” 

” ~ o 


THE ATCO has a monthly fore- 
cast of cargo space requirements in 
pounds predicted for that period. 
This forecast, along with other Air 
Force requirements results. in a 
MATS space assignment. Working 
with these figures the ATCO re- 
leases cargo into the Aerial Port 
commensurate to MATS schedules. 
The Army and the Navy also have 
ATCO representatives at Charles- 
ton and their offices also receive 
notice of their service space as- 
signments. 

The primary mission of these 
groups may be summed up in the 
word “Control” and in the phrase 
“representing the customers.”

THIS OPERATION is carried out 
by three branches. First is cargo. 
Their mission is to manage the 
movement of air eligible cargo to 
designated overseas theatres. Req- 
uisitions from the overseas bases 
are sent to appropriate Air Materiel 


Cargo which is air eligible and 
destined to areas served by the 
Charleston Aerial Port of Embark- 
ation is offered for airlift, Move- 
ment is controlled by the air move- 
ment designator number. 


- This cargo includes, but is not 
limited to, aircraft engines, parts, 
maintenance equipment, electronic 
equipment, aircraft and vehicle 
tires, AF vehicles, fire trucks, spe- 
cial equipment suck as clothing, 
medicines and medical supplies. 


About 40 to 50 flights are made 
from Charleston AFB to these bases 
each month, each of which carries 
a “channel” number. This number 
designates an outbound route and 
terminal. 

For example, Channel 09 termi- 
nates in Tripoli but also services 
military bases of all branches in 
Greece and Turkey, Cargo is re- 
ceived in Charleston from all over 
the U.S., and is in turn, transported 
as air freight to overseas Mediter- 
ranean and Caribbean military in- 
stallations, by the huge C-121 Con- 
stellations and C-124 Globemasters 
based here. It hs been estimated 
that over six million tons are ship- 
ped from here monthly,

is inspected to determine whether 
or not it should be reduced in pack- 
ing weight. A packaging expert at 
the Air Freight Terminal deter- 
mines how much packing is actual- 
ly required for items to be air- 
lifted and he oversees the process 
of determining ‘Tare Weight’ re- 
duction. This branch also reports 
discrepancies to the shipper and 
consolidates shipments, where pos- 
sible, Cargo to be airlifted is never 
delayed because of this operation.

Colonel Rew has over 3000 hours 
flying time in fighter type aircraft, 
both in the United States and in 
the European Theater of Opera- 
tions during War II.

County AFB, N.Y.

The squadron mission is the 
identification of un-identified air-

Colonel Rew and his 300 men and 
officers maintain a 24-hour a day, 
seven-day a week, 
the 792d Aircraft Control and 
Warning Sq.

CHARLESTON. — Citadel cadets

a person who is forced to do con- 
siderable travelling over the 
United States and visiting many 
towns and small cities, the vanish-

Car Changes 
Called Vital 
To Economy 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah—The 
annual model change stimulates 
buyer interest in new cars and 
brings good used cars within the 
reach of everybody. This means 
more sales and more employment, 
Jack F. Wolfram, Oldsmobile gen- 
eral manager and a vice president 
of General Motors, told the Utah 
Automobile Dealers Convention 
here. 

“In fact,” Wolfram added, “the 
annual model change is a vital fac- 
tor in the growth of our national 
economy.” 

In an encouraging and optimis- 
tic address, Wolfram told the deal- 
ers, “I am proud of the tremendous 


advancements that have been 
made in the automobile over the 
years—giving the customer a bet- 
ter product every year, including 
outstanding styling changes, driv- 


ing comfort, road stability and 
safety.”

WOLFRAM referred to a com- 


parison he had made recently be- 
tween a 1949 automobile as it 
stood alongside a 1959 model on 
the street 

“When I thought about the many 
new automatic features, the de- 
pendability, all the increased val- 
ues in the 1959 car, I also realized 
how much engineering progress 
is. brought about by the annual 
model change,” Wolfram added. 
“While I knew we were making 
progress, I was amazed at the great 
strides that were made—in a short 
span of just 10 years.” 

In looking toward the future, 
Wolfram told the dealers, “Just 
think of what lies ahead—more 
new automatic devices that may 
eventually make driving almost 
automatic, new safety features, new 
materials, more economical opera 
tion, and styling ideas that make 
every model change an exciting 
event.” 

Especially 
dealers were Wolfram’s comments 
on his expectations of an ever- 
growing market. He cited predic- 
tions that the gross national prod- 
uct would increase from the cur- 
rent $428 billion to $600 billion 
annually by 1965, that the number 
of households with incomes of 
$7500 a year are expected to in- 
crease by 65 percent, that the na- 
tion can look forward to full em- 
ployment as new jobs materialize 
in existing and in new industries.

Auto, Missile | 
Rules Discussed 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — Two “ut- 
terly dissimilar” vehicles — the 
automobile and the missile — are 
closely related as forces for the 
preservation of democracy, a 
Chrysler Corporation defense oper- 
ations executive has said. 

Thomas F. Morrow, group vice 
president defense and special 
products, told the Huntsville Cham- 
ber of Commerce that “the ballistic 
missile is a force for peace and for 
the defense of democracy because 
it presents a massive deterrent to 
aggressive nations bent on war to 
achieve nationalistic aims. 

“The automobile,” he said, “is 
a force for democracy for other 
reasons. It provides a potent cata- 
lyst for any free economy, and in 
so doing helps to create the tech- 
nical and economic strength to 
back an adequate defense. -But of 
even greater importance, owner- 
ship and use of the automobile 
gives the citizen of a free country 
an intangible satisfaction that rein- | 
forces the individualistic _ tra- 
dition.”

HE ADDED: “Who knows? Per- 
haps in the long run, if the people 
of non-democratic nations should 
be enabled to own and use the auto- 
mobile as we have learned to use 
it in this country, it might help in 
a very important way to bring them 
closer to a democratic way of life. 
And if that much-to-be-wished-for 
eventuality should occur, we could 
then settle down to using the bal- 
listic missile not as a deterrent 
weapon but as the most exciting ex- 
ploratory vehicle in the history of 
man.”

automobiles, Morrow asserted: 

“We have been pleased by the 
amount of experience that can be 
transferred from one to the other.

Skies Are Clear 
But Not Rosy...

NE of the most hopeful things about the prospects for 
business in 1959 is the amount of pessimism .expressed 
by many business leaders. “Cautious optimism” and other 
similar phrases heard in many quarters suggest that trimmed

“Heavily qualified optimism, un- 
certainty and pessimism about the 
year ahead,” was the summary of 
the views of ten business leaders 
at the meeting annually sponsored 
by the First National Bank of Chi: 


cago. No one forecast a boom. 

The dean of midwest bankers, 
Edward Brown, was not pessimistic, 
but he wore no rose-colored glasses 
and he wouldn’t discuss what he 
felt was beyond his range of vision. 
He said that business recovery 
would continue through the first 
half of 1959—period, Sears’ rep- 
resentative went along as far as 
retail sales were concerned and 
saw things slowing by the mid year. 

Even Joseph Block, president of 
Inland Steel, who was decidedly 
on the cheerful side in describing 
what he thought he saw ahead, 
preceded the phrase “rosy outlook” 
with a somewhat reserved, “rather.” 

A general improvement in con- 
struction was reported, and Frank 
Prior, Chairman of Standard Oil 
of Indiana felt “encouraged” 
the outlook but admitted it was not 
“spectacular.”

The AFL-CIO writer admits that 
white-collar workers “have not been 
as receptive to unionism as, for 
example construction or factory 
workers,” but he points out the 
progress made in such industries as 
railroads, telephone, amusement, 
federal, state, and local govern- 
ments, and in offices of major man- 
ufacturers and public ufility corpor- 
ations and adds significantly, “some 
of the fastest growing unions in 
AFL-CIO are white collar unions.”

PHOTOGRAPHIC history in its 

own medium occupies several 
galleries on the first floor of the 
Museum of Modern Art, 11 W. 53d 
St., New York City, where it can 
be seen through Jan. 18. If you 
are among the many who will be 
hitting the metropolis sometime or 
other during the holidays, here is 
a show that.as a photographer you 
should not miss. 

The show is called “Photographs 
from the Museum Collection.” This 
is the source of all 500 pictures on. 
display, a selection by Edward Stei- 
chen, director of the museum’s de- 
partment of photography, from 
about 3000 photographs acquired 
by the museum since 1933, the year 
after it first showed the work of 

e camera in a museum exhibit. 
Altogether, the museum has had 
70 such shows, nearly half of which 
have been presented since 1947, 


when Mr. Steichen first took over : 


the photography department. 


It has been a busy decade for 
this dean of American photog- 
raphy whose “The Family of 
Man,” showa at the museum in 
1955 and since then in other 
countries, was probably the great- 
est show in photographic history. 


His latest one, massive in pro- 
portions and comprehensive in con- 
tent, is a kind of anthology of his 
own as well as the preceding mu- 
seum photography exhibits. The un- 
derlying theme is to trace the 
growth of the medium as a vehicle 
of artistic expression. The show 
illustrates how photographers over 
the 120 years of the camera’s his- 
tory have used the medium to com- 
municate their impressions, 
thoughts and feelings about the 
world they lived in. 

By implication, the show is also 
an inspiration and guide for pho- 
tographers in our own time who 
wish to exploit the camera’s facil- 
ities as a vehicle for whatever crea- 
tivity they possess or are willing to 
take the trouble to develop.

iron made of the same gossamer stuff that goes into 
Whumped up, so say the boys 
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Not. only .a piece of ordnance 
that really shoots even though it 
isn’t made of anything more sturdy 
than the stuff that goes into what 
used to be referred to a bit inele- 
gantly as a pair of drawers, ~ 
has successfully withstood 75, 
test rounds.

THERE ISN’T anything especi- 
ally new about a weapon built with 
some plastic parts. Even before 
‘War Il the Savage Co. regularly 
made shotgun stocks of Tenite. 
Since the Big Fracas, such bits and 
pieces. as buttplates, pistol grip 
eaps, fore-end caps, trigger guards, 
and some floorplates have been 
fashioned of one or the~other of 
the synthetics. But to find an en- 
tire gun is a hoss of another col- 
or. 

What’s maybe almost as extra- 
ordinary about the Nylon rifle is 
the further fact that the stock, the 
receiver and the fore-end are all 
in one-piece. 

Conventional rifles and shotguns 


i.e. the stock represents one major 
fraction, the receiver is another, 
the barrel is an important third, 
and’ many times the foré-stock can 
be counted as a big fourth. These 
major components are bolted, 
screwed, locked or otherwise joined 
together. These joints in the last 
analysis are admission of weakness 
in design. Not only is the accuracy 
adversely effected but the weapon 
is. more given to malfunctioning,

ger and safety’ assemblies are of 
metal. Too, theré is a-metallic shell 
ever the receiver, placed there, I 
suspect, as a sort of sop to the 
old-fashioned who are going to be 
plumb shook when they see the 
breechblock moving in its Nylon 
guide-ways!

bling house on the fringe of 
ro newly rising town of Hamil- 


The house later had a small an- 
nex fronting on the road. When 
a regular inland penny postage 
system was set up between Ham- 
ilton and St. George, this annex 
beeamé the branch postoffice. The 
service was offered every other 
day, beginning from Hamilton 
Aug. 1, 1842. 

Perot was postmaster of Hamil- 
ton from 1818 until 1862. His 
salary was 70 pounds per yéar, 
plus any inland postage he could 
collect. 


A box was placed on the door of 
his postoffice for the conveniece 
of the public. A. person wanting. 
to mail a letter dropped the letter 
plus a penny into the box. 


Perot was annoyed to find that 
the number of coins seldom 
equalled the number of letters. 


One day his friend, James Bell 
Heyl, who operated a drug busi- 
ness in the house, suggested use of 
stamps to keep track of payments 
for postal service. 

Perot took a cancellation die 
impressed Hamilton, Bermuda, 
1848 and omitted the month and 
day. In their place, he wrote 
“one penny” in longhand. He 
signed each stamp. .The stamps 
were cut into octagonal shave and 
used for mail within the colony. 

Thus, Perot has given his name 
to what has become one of the 
rarest and most interesting _ of 
home-made stamps. These “Hamil- 
ton Postmasters Stamps were is- 
sued, as far as we know, from 1848 
through 1856.
